ELECTRIC TKEE CUTTER. 


A Suggestion to the Timber and lumber 


Men on the Sierra, 


In the great forests of Gnllieia electricity 


is employed in felling trees. Tha method 
and application is thus described in Ihe 
Electric Baview: 


"Tbe tool used for oomparntively soft 


woods is a form of anger which ia moved 
to and tro, and revolved at Ihe anuie tim 
by a small electric raotor. Tbe tool an 
motor are mounted on n carriage wbic 
turns on a vertical axis secured by an ar 
to the trunk of the tree. Tho auger ( 
blade describes an arc, making a deep en 
in the trunk, operating much in the sam 
manner as a mortising amohiae. The loi 
is gradually advanced lifter each half tur 
around the trunk, thus deepening thecu 
until it reaches about half the diameter 
tbe tree; wedges are then inserted lo pre 
vent the rift from closing ap, and theothe 
side of tha trunk is operated upon unt 
tbe trea is nearly out through, Tha job i 
then finished off with an axe or a handsaw 
In this manner the work ot ftlling trees i 
acoomplishsd with great rapidity and 
very small amount of Inbor."
